The AMA, meeting in Columbus, Ohio 
May 8 and 9, decided to homologate as 
few as 25 copies of motorcycles for pro 
racing. This moved Kawasaki to 
announce that they will have a 
four-stroke dirt tracker available this 
season and Harley-Davidson plans to 
premiere their V-4, 700cc four stroke at 
Daytona. Also, AMA voted to let 
promoters charge riders $4 and 
mechanics $2 admission at the back 
gate, except at Nationals, regionals and 
minimum purse events, 

Mammoth Mountain Motocross, 
originally advertised for June 22-23, has 
been slid to the weekend of June 29-30. 


Belgian Suzuki teamster Sylvain 
Geboers didn’t even make it to the 
Czech border. He was rushed to the 
hospital in Germany with possible 
appendicitis. 

Last month Don and Leeanne Spaulding 
set a transcontinental record for sidecar 
outfits: L.A. to New York in 57 hours, 
25 minutes. The rig was a Centaur 
hardtop fitted to a Honda 750 with 
Lockhart oil cooler and Azusa dual row 
chain. They left the seat out of the 
sidecar so the relief driver could sack 
out on the floor — a comfortable six 
and a half foot stretch, 


The June 8 AMA National at Louisville 
downs is already sold out! Other horse 
track operators should give that tidbit 
some thought. Seats are still available 
for the San Jose Mile May 19. 


Hang Ten and Trippe Cox will once 
again do the U.S. Motocross Grand Prix 
at Carlsbad, California. Scheduled for 
July 14, the event is the eighth round of 
the 500cc World Championship. 


This year, purses and contingencies for 
the AMA National Championship circuit 
have topped $1,000,000. That’s a 
million dollar professional tour, for you 
guys who have trouble reading strings 
of zeroes. P.G.A., look out! 


Rumor says that the Greenhorn 500 
mile enduro will start at John Muir High 
School in Pasadena and the Saturday 
noon break will be at Cajon Pass. Now 
to get to Cajon Pass from Pasadena 
requires some bitchin mountain riding 
and 1 sure hope the rumor is true..

He 
went directly back to Belgium to be 
treated for back injuries. So much for 
Swedish neutrality. 


Dave Aldana broke his wrist in that 
Ascot crash last week and will be out of 
action at least three months, doctors 
say. 


The ATA will not host the opening 
SoCal round of the AMA Trials 
Championship series, due to a rule 
dispute.

Mike Hannon's 999 tops National Championship Enduro

STRADDLELINE PARK, WA., 
» MAY 11-12 

Today was Mother's Day for 
some, but for the West's top en- 
. duro riders, it was Black Hills Day, 
AMA Regional Championship 
Round Number Three. By the end 
of the day, there was a reluctant 
new. contender for the regional 
title, Mike Hannon, and Bultaco 
had scored another major victory. 
But on Saturday, before the event, 
many óf the top riders who had drifted 
into the Capitol State Forest in 
Washington were having second 
thoughts about the wisdom of traveling 
2,000 miles or more to ride an event put 
on by an unknown club. Their fears 
were partly justified: Several things 
didn’t go quite right.: But Washington is 
different from California. Everyone here 
was -cool and relaxed, even the riders 
who had much at stake. Things that 
might have caused screaming, yelling, 
and protests filed in triplicate had they 
happened in more uptight areas were 
solved amicably, and by 6 p.m. Sunday 
all the scoring was done, the winner had 
received a gigantic trophy and a half 
gallon of champagne, and most riders 

were at least moderately happy. 


The course 

` The course was everyone’s first 
concern, both organizers and 
competitors. No club ever wants 


bottlenecks, but they are particularly 
bad in a championship run. On the 
other hand, a too-easy run would be 
almost as bad. The Black Hills Dirt 
Riders managed that problem well. A 
long, muddy hill, right at the start, 
almost unnoticed by the better riders, 
sorted out the “squids” minutes after 
the start, before they could block any 
tight trail. Probably a dozen potential 
"bottleneckers" got sideways in the 
mud, lost traction, went off the road, 


fell down, and generally defused 
themselves. 
The remaining riders had a 


reasonably easy time for 25 miles or so, 
if you are willing to discount 
intermittent rain, a bit of hail, and some 
snow. The terrain in that section was 
mostly fire road. 

After that, it toughened up 
considerably, becoming mostly 
single-track, very muddy trails for the 
remaining 82 miles. Although there 
were only four actual stream crossing of 
any consequence (more than a foot 
deep), there were innumerable deep 
mud puddles waiting to trap brash or 
careless riders. 

Several of the checks (there were six 
altogether) were naively placed in fairly 
open surroundings. The club layout 
people didn’t realize how adept the 
better riders become at "spotting" 
checks far enough in advance to adjust 
their times accordingly. But spotting the 
tie-breaker didn't help. It was at the top 
of a long, very steep, clay-mud hill. 
Many riders resolved ties by minutes 
rather than seconds on that hill! 

The most challenging section of the 
day was the very last, a power line trail 
that was virtually identical to some in 
Al Eames’ Berkshires, even down to thin 
mud-covered rocky trail which the New 
Englanders call “bony” and causes 
whiplash, heart failure, and frame 
breakage to those with too much tire 
pressure or too rash judgment. 

At the end of this run Olympia, 
Washington, Expert rider Harvey Poe 
felt there had been “too much road” 
but most_riders felt the course was a 
very good one. The feeling about 
checks, particularly time and distance 
measurement, was not so unanimous. 
Quite a number of riders felt that the 
distances were not only somewhat 
inaccurate, but were also inconsistent. 
An unconventional odometer check 
system didn’t help matters any. After a 
lot of post-run discussion, the club 
agreed to drop Check Number three 
without the formaility of a written 
protest. A glance at the scores showed 
far too many riders early at that one. 
Then the club decided, for

unannounced reasons, to also drop 
Check Number two, a known gas check 
at which some questionable procedures 
were employed. 


The winner 

After the problems were ironed out, 
the scores were posted and a few new 
problems came up. A couple of errors 
were made in transferring the scores 
from the master sheet to the posted 
sheet. Eventually, though, Mike Hannon 
was declared the Overall winner with a 
score of 999. 

Mike, the tall, dark-haired impresario 
of Bultaco Services in Silverado, 
California (He replaced Tom Patton, 
who was kicked upstairs to the main 
Bultaco operation in Virginia.), 
managed to carry his team with him. His 
other two team members were Bob 
Steffan, who crashed and hurt his hand 
early in the run and finished down 
somewhat on points, and Jerry Hoffer, 
who also finished out of the money. 

Bultaco’s most serious competition 
for the trade team trophy was 
eliminated before the event. Husky’s 
team, led by Ben Bower, was forced to 
use a “B” rider when one member was 
unable to get to Washington. Pacific 
Performance had a similar problem. 
Hawley Slayton won his class, but 
teammate Jim Sparkes is still 
recuperating from an injury suffered at 
the Shamrock ISDT. 

The Black Hills club awarded two 
additional team trophies, one to an 
AMA club team, the Mt. Baker M.C., 
and one to an “independent” team, 
which went to the Auburn Motor Sports 
sponsored team (Yes, it sounds like a

trade team to me, too, but it’s their 
trophy.) 
The Championship 

In this third championship round, 
the big questions, of course, concern the 
contests for the National and Regional 
titles. The National Championship 
question is easy. There’s no effect on 
because, to date, no Western rider has 
piled up enough points to be considered 
a serious national threat. 

The Western Regional Championship, 
however, is really starting to get 
interesting with three riders virtually 
tied for first place. Cosby Chestnut, 
with a first in the 49er enduro and sixth 
today (second 250A), appears to have 
36 points. Then there is Hawley 
Slayton, a Nevada, Penton rider, who 
collected a third today (first 250A), 
along with a fifth and an eighth for 35 
points total. Bob Keys has a third, a 
fifth, and got a sixth (fourth Open A) 
today for 38 points. 

Within striking distance are several 
other riders, including Mike Hannon, 
today’s Overall winner, and Jay Tullis, 
winner of the Red Garter, both of 
whom now have 30 points toward the 
championship. Ben Bower, with a 
fourth today to add to a 49er second, 
and appears to have about 32 points. 

The points listed are only 
approximate because the AMA rule 
book is not quite clear on certain 
scoring procedures. Clarification from 
Westerville will undoubtedly be along 
shortly. Meanwhile, the question 
remains: Who's going to be big winner 
at the Greenhorn, which pays 60 
points?’ 





In spite of small difficulties, it was 
very apparent that the riders like this 
event very much. It’s nice country. If 
you want to know what it looks like, 
watch the Olympia beer commercials 
from Tumwater which is right down the 


road, It’s the water that makes the 
difference, in enduros as well as beer. 
The friendliness and cooperation of the 
club people was impressive and, apart 
from those areas I’ve mentioned, their 
organization was excellent, as well. 

As an instance, for rescue work, they 
had arranged for three para-medics to be 
stationed around the course, had all the 
checks connected by radio and had a 
link to the neighborhood Air Force base 
for air evacuation, if such became 
necessary. Fortunately, it didn’t. 

Next year, the club is thinking about 
holding a two day qualifier as well as a 
championship enduro, When the word 
gets out, they may have to cope with 
several times the 140 entries they had 


this weekend. °

With a great fear of the same 
infamous Red Dots Annual 
Mother's Day Hare Scrambles 
“killer” uphill found last year, the 
Amateur/Expert class started at 
9:00 sharp. The Novices had to 
wait some 45 minutes for their 
chance at the hill. The Novices 
watched the dust from the Amateurs 
and Experts getting closer and closer, 
remembering last year when only eight 
Novices went two full loops, being the 
only oncs not lapped by the Expert 
leaders. 

Into the pits it was Jim Fishback with 
the lead, with Tom Brooks on his newly 
acquired 350 Bul running second, (after 
unloading at the bomb, remounting, 
going the wrong way), then passing 
Fishback who had passed him when he 
was knocked senseless after unloading. 
Fishback battled it out with Brooks and 
Kevin Hasten, taking the lead, which he 
held into the pits. 

This lead was to be short lived, as 
Fishback broke one of his shocks on the 
even rougher second time around the 
course. Doug Winchel took advantage of 
Fishback’s, Brooks’ and Hasten’s bike 
failures to move into the lead. The only 
rider to challenge Winchel’s Overall win 
was Jimmy Brown on another Bul 
temporarily. Jimmy got second Overall, 
and second 250. 

Wayne Cook (250 Hon) was running 
at twentieth Overall through the pits 
and moved up to third Overall by the 
finish, on a Novice-covered second loop 
by the finish. Bob Rutten (100 Hod) 
blew everyone’s minds by running ninth 
Overall through the pits, finishing 
fourth Overall one loop later. 

Following Rutten was the first Open 
bike, piloted by K. McKean (Hus). Next 
to reach the checkered was newly 
Husky-sponsored Jim  Wotring for 
fourth 250 Expert at sixth Overall, 
increasing his point lead over the other 
250s. Former heavyweight king Art 
Knapp (Hus) was next at seventh 
Overall, second Open. Not bad, 
considering he was seventeenth through 
the pits! 

Andy Karker- (Yam) did a little 
passing himself on the second loop to 
move from fifteenth Overall to eighth 
by the finish, but more important to 
Andy, (looking for Number One in this 
class), first 175 Expert.

Three . 100s were in the top 
twenty-two Overall at the finish, giving 
you some idea on how rough the course 
was. The third 100 was ridden in by this 
year’s Number One Trail, Larry Roeseler 
(H-D). Not too far behind Roeseler, was 
the second 175 Expert Bruce Kude. 
And right behind him was the first 
Amateur in this class, Max Eddy (Yam). 

Bob Wadlow (CZ) seems to have the 
Novice class under control, as he picked 
up his second in a row Overall- Novice 
win.

Rookie Rick Hocking is the fifth 
rider in six weeks of pro racing at 
Ascot to capture the fifteen-lap 
Expert final.

BLM saves 
Dove Springs 


BAKERSFIELD, CAL., MAY 8 


Louis. A. Boll, BLM Bakersfield 
District Manger, said today that 
his office has denied an 
application by the State of 
California for 6,229 acres of 
national resource land in eastern 
Kern County. The application 
would have added Dove Spring 
Canyon to the State Park system at Red 
Rock Canyon, and outlawed motorcycle 
riding in the canyon. 

Dove Spring Canyon is managed by 
BLM to provide for a full range of 
multiple resource uses. In denying the 
State’s application for the Dove Spring 
lands, Boll noted that this area is more 
valuable for multiple use management as 
part of BLM’s California Desert Program 
than for single purpose recreation use, 

In May of 1971, a six-month study 
by a citizen’s committee, composed of 
Kern County residents representing 
off-road vehicle users, conservation 
groups, mining, grazing, and law 
enforcement, recommended 
management alternatives for 350,000 
acres in eastern Kern County to the 
BLM Bakersfield Office. The efforts of 
this committee were directly 
incorporated into BLM’s recently 
completed Interim Critical Management 
Program for Recreation Vehicle Use on 
the California Desert. 

Public hearings, open houses, and a 
new approach to public participation — 
traveling mobile trailer units — were all 
used to provide a means for each 
interested individual to enter into the 
decision making process. Management 
considerations for Dove Spring Canyon 
and its proximity.to Red Rock Canyon 
Recreation Area have been carefully 
balanced to provide the best use for all 
of the public land in eastern Kern 
County. “Management considerations 
fully support our denial of the State’s 
application,” Boll said. This means you 
will be able to continue riding in the 
Dove Springs area. ®

Grand Prix riders to what was 
advertised as the Belgium 250 


World Champion G.P., near the 
small town of Vorselaar just out- 
side of Antwerp in Northern Bel- 
gium. A strong field of riders 
showed up for the Vorselaar Club’s first 
attempt at a non-points paying Grand 
Prix, much like Hang Ten and 
Trippe-Cox promoted at Carlsbad prior 
to last year’s actual Grand Prix. 

The G.P. course itself was more like a 
long Daytona or Talladega MX track. It 
was about one and a half miles long — 
all on a flat cow field with lots of fresh 
fertilizer to mix with the sand making 
good traction all day. After practice was 
over, there was a rumor going around 
the pits that the promoters had invited 
Gary Bailey to fly over to design the 
track, but I guess it was only a rumor 
because Mr. Bailey was not on hand for 
the race. 


Timing 
The second practice of the day was 
timed to determine riders’ starting 


positions to begin the first moto in the 
Grand Prix. The results of timing went 
like this: 1)Harry Everts (Puc), 
2) Heikki Mikkola (Hus), 3) Joel Robert 


(Suz), 4) Raymond Boven (Mon), 
5) Willy Van Loon (Yam), 6) Brad 
Lackey (Hus), 7) Roger DeCoster (Suz), 
8) Sylvain Geboers (Suz), 9) Jaak Van 
Velthoven (Yam), 10) Adolf Weil (Mai). 

Getting a good start in both motos 
was very important because of the 
narrowness of the track. And as usual, 
the ole man himself, Adolf Weil was out 
in front at the first turn, with Harry 
Everts, Sylvain Geboers and Heikki 
Mikkola right behind. Frans Sigmans, 
Joel Robert and Raymond Boven 
tangled into fence and spectators at the 
first turn. As a result of this crash Brad 
Lackey was the very last rider to get 
away, after stalling his motor trying to 
avoid the mess. 

After two laps, Mikkola and Geboers 
passed Weil putting Heikki into the lead 
for the rest of the moto. Sylvain 
Geobers was riding better than he has in 
a long time and seemed very confident 
about the eventual overall win. The 
main action was happening back in fifth 
and sixth place with Jaak Van 
Velthoven and Roger DeCoster battling 
it out. Roger was definitely the more 
skilled rider, continually making

at this point had worked his way up to

Once again, Europe’s equivalent of 
Paul Newman, Adolf Weil, got the hole 
shot, but not for long. Jaak Van 
Velthoven and young Montesa 
sensation, Raymond Boven, the surprise 
winner of the first heat in the Spanish 
250 G.P. were right behind. Somewhere 
on the back section of the tight, narrow 
course Van Velthoven and Boven got by 
Weil, but just as fast as they had gone 
by Weil, Boven smoked Jaak’s factory 
monoshock Yamaha down the 
roughest, fastest straightaway and 
pulled a lead of about four seconds. 
Boven kept the lead for four or five laps 
until the rear suspension broke and he 
retired. During this time, Adolf Weil 
crashed and fell back in the pack, 











moving Sylvain Geboers up to second 
spot, but his Suzuki teammate, Roger 
DeCoster, was quickly moving up and 
passed him, trying to catch Van 
Velthoven for the lead. Van Velthoven 
rode quite consistently, keeping the lead 
until the end, but Roger was gaining on 
him the whole race to finish second. 

Brad Lackey and Willi Bauer were 
having a good dice in seventh and eighth 
position. Brad passed Bauer 
three-quarters of the way through the 
race then, as Brad tired, Bauer passed 
him back and they finished in that 
order. 

This G.P. did not count for points, so 
many of the 250 Grand Prix riders did 
not attend. Jim Pomeroy was in France 
racing an International race and Hakan 
Andersson is still recovering from his 
broken wrist, as Sylvain Geboers took 
the well-deserved overall win with a 
consistent ride. Heikki Mikkola could 
very well have been the overall winner 
after taking the first moto easily on his 
factory 250 Husqvarna, but he sprained 
his ankle in the first moto and was 
unable to ride the second. He definitely 
was the fastest rider of the day! °

A lot of my go-fast friends seem 
amazed that Trials is booming, 
and find it inconceivable that large 
numbers of people could ever be- 


come excited by the feet-up game. 

Anyone with lingering doubts 
as to trials’ potential should watch 
a PGA golf ritual on TV. I mean, 
anybody with good sense knows it's 
ridiculous to pay a guy $30,000 for 
knocking a dotty white ball around an 
artificial meadow with a club, right? Yet 
literally thousands of people trudge two 
or three miles a day following their 
stick-swinging heroes in the blistering sun 
— and even pay moncy for the privilege. 
It seems that once you convince people 
(and sponsors) that it's suave to do 
something, they'll watch anything. I 
notice that trials galleries" are growing 
in numbers and enthusiasm. Now that 
makes more sense. 


Trials activity up and down the West 
Coast is getting heavy enough to impress 
even a world traveler like Mick 
Andrews. Locally it's getting large 
numbers of youngsters dialed in to trials 
at the same age as their European 
counterparts or even younger. Witness 
the fact that Marland Whaley and Bernie 
Schreiber have been judged capable of 
riding international caliber events, even 
when they were officially too young to 
get an F.I.M. license. 

What's happening is that America is 
acquiring a pool of young lions not yet 
out of school, any one of whom could 
conceivably become World Trials 
Champion. Whether any of them will 
remains to be seen. It's like any other 
sport: Somewhere along the line you get 
to face a nasty career decision. Are you 
playing well enough to make a living at 
it, or is that final graduation going to 
force you to take a job doing what 
you've been learning in school in order 
to eat? All of today's professional 
athletes have faced that decision as well 
as a lot of talented guys who are now 
accountants, salesmen or mechanics 
with trophies and lovely memories. 

In every generation there's a 
potential champion. Can the sport 
support him enough to get that good? 


Whether by design or by accident, 
Southern California is favored with a 
two-tier "farm system" for trials riders 
which can only benefit everybody 
involved — provided they understand 
how it works. Consider that in A.T.A. 
points trials, the top ten Novices (who 
fortunately won't be Novices long) can 
clean nearly every Novice section at a 
typical meet, Yet the guy who comes in 
78rd out of 78 Novices exhausts himself 
just making it through all the traps. If 
A.T.A. were the only game in town, so 
many Novice riders would get 
discouraged and drop out that the sport 
would soon wither away. 

Enter Bob Grove's I.T.A, and Steve 





Graham's C.T.A. On non-A.T.A. 
weekends, these two clubs hold 
Novice-Beginner schools and meets at 
Saddleback and Escape Country. The 
competition is such that the guy who 
may have fived every section in last 
week's A.T.A. trial can come within 
sniffing distance of a trophy in I.T.A. or 
C.T.A. meets, What this does for 
self-confidence is probably more 
significant than the riding experience 
itself. With a tonic like this, riders come 
back to A.T.A. points competition and 
begin vaulting up the ladder. 


Racers. may consider trials a sport for 
the timid. But aggressiveness goes into 
making an Expert trials rider. You 
simply can't be timid and ride some of 
the sections they're throwing at Experts 
these days. Approaching some great 


humongous rock, you're concentrating 
all your psychic power: “Rock, I'm 
going to ride right over you." Trouble 
is, if you're not forceful about it, the 
rock's gonna’ say, “Oh, no you're not!” 

Learning, too, can be forceful. Wear 
a helmet if you expect to encounter 
anything harder than your head. 

Don't start out with a motorcycle 
you can't afford to throw against a 
rock. The guys who make their first 
trials bike the most super-trick thing 
they can afford spend too much effort 
trying to avoid busting something they 
can't afford to replace. Best way I know 
to remain a perpetual, timid Novice. 

A Honda TL-125 is probably the best 
learner’s bike unless you weigh over 200 
pounds. New off the floor it costs about 
what you’d pay for. a two-year-old 
Sherpa T. It will actually handle more 
precisely than a two-year old Sherpa T 
simply because there isn’t two years’ 
slop in the suspension. It lacks the brute

torque of a Sherpa (or any other 
righteous 250). That’s bad? No, that’s 
good, if you can stand a little 
frustration. 

If you hit a particularly nasty section 
at the wrong speed, in the wrong gear, 
with the wrong amount of throttle on, 
the Sherpa’s torque will usually bail you 
out of trouble, often without letting 
you know you made a mistake. The 
little Honda in the same situation will 
dutifully announce that you made a 
mistake — by dying right in the middle. 
Consequently, you have- to ride about 
twice as far ahead of it as you would a 
more powerful bike. That's good if 


you're learning.

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Keep California green 





July 1 is the mandatory deadline 
for Californians to register their 
off-road vehicles, ORVs, dirt 
bikes, race motors or whatever 
you want to call those things in 
the garage we take out and play 
with. July 2, they start writing 
tickets. If. you're out of your 
garage with your scooter without a 
green ORV tag, then I hope it has a 
license plate. The traffic cops will want 
to see one or the other on every motor 
vehicle in the state. 

Why? First, ORVs are numerous 
enough to attract attention and' have 
been for some time. Governments being 
what they are, the state feels it needs 
some census of the ORVs currently in 
use. They tried a voluntary system while 
exempting racing machines and vehicles 
operated only on private property and 


that didn’t work; less than 10% of 
ORVs in California have been 
voluntarily registered. Lots were 
ticketed, however. 

Second, the bulk of the $15, 
two-year registration fee will go to 
provide ORV recreation land and 


management. About $5 of your biennial 
fee goes to the State Parks and 
Recreation Department’s special ORV 
recreation fund and can only be spent 
for our benefit. Another $6 goes to 
your county, part of which they take in 
lieu of taxes on your pleasure machine 
(which they could otherwise add to 
your property tax) and the balance can 
be spent only “for the purposes of ORV 
recreation." 

This wording leaves it up to your 
county supervisors whether to spend 
their share of your fee encouraging 
ORV sport or trying to stamp it out. 
Unfortunately, both approaches are 
currently being tried by various 
California counties. 

The remaining four dollars pays for 
the ORV paperwork and the green ORV 
tag itself. 

The catch is, the government doesn’t 
have to spend the green stickie money if 
it doesn't want to. The state and 
counties can leave the ORV funds 
untouched, in friendly banks which pay 
no interest, but which often give stock 
to friendly politicians. Every year the 
ORV cash-on-deposit grows, the bank 
lends it at high profitable rates of 
interest, and the bank shareholders get 
richer at our expense. 

It is easy for politicians not to spend 
ORV money for ORV land, etc. because 
they are under very little pressure to do 
anything to benefit ORV recreation. 

After July, the flood of ORV money 
should enable our government to 
afford vast acreages and miles of trails 
for us to enjoy. If not, we will have to 
elect a new government to deliver what 
we are paying for. In either case, 
motor-recreationists need to apply 
pressure to the politicians to get what 
they want and deserve. The green stickie 
entitles you to no less.

Smoke, dust a 
cactus spines: 

A thrilling saga 

of 300 desert 
streakers.

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PHOENIX, AZ., APR. 28 

Dust. . .can't see the ground under 
my front wheel. : .a deep rut, the 
bars twist out of my hands and 
I’m down...can’t even see the 
bars now, and my head and arms 
are tangled up in them. . .riders, 
other riders can’t see me! Before I 
can move I feel the impact as a 
bike hits my rear wheel. As I scramble 
off the trail, leaving the bike to fend for 
itself, I think, this is one hell of a way 
to treat a scribe. Show a little respect! I 
wonder if Cycle News will pay my 
doctor bills. 

I’m in the hills to get a close-up look 
at the course, (and the riders) of the 
Desert Streak, one of the few desert 
races held in our area. Southern Arizona 
is not exactly a hotbed of desert racing. 
Those desert runs we do have are 
infrequent, unsanctioned and informal. 
The Streak was being sponsored by a 
couple of local shops and, (wonder of 
wonders), the owner of the land on 
which it was held. This arrangement 
cuts out red tape, allows use of virgin 
desert, and even in the land of High 
Chaparral, limits your racing country. 

The course was a short 12 mile loop. 
The race was five laps, after a run to the 
bomb start. The riders started in two 
waves, Amateur/Expert first, Novice, 
Puffers and Old Timers last. . .sort of a 
Euro-hare Scrambles. 

The bomb run started typical 
Mojave desert; talcum powder fine silty 
soil, with scattered greasewood bushes. 
About halfway to the bomb the terrain 
changed to Sonoran desert character; 
palo verde trees, brush, grass, rocks, and 
waist-high staghorn cholla cactus! The 
stuff was thick emough that you 
couldn't see lines very far in advance, 
and although you could bull your way 
through some of it at speed, if you hit 
one of those chollas your riding gear 
was ventilated! Then there was the dust 
hiding it all from view for those back in 
the pack. Bench racing legends were 
born in the dust and cactus today. 

The start of the race was marred by a 
few. over-eager riders spontaneously 
jumping the banner. About 25 split,

most held firm, and the banner stayed 
up until all remaining riders were re- 
marked. The trail started at the bomb, 
turning down a jeep road and into a 
large wash. Very soft sand alternated 
with gravel bars, and boulders. Two 
particularly large and nasty ones nearly 
blocked the wash at one point — it must 
have been a horror in the dust. One poor 
soul, disabled at this point, had set his 
helmet on one of them as a marker. 
Skull Rock. Still following the wash, the 
trail at about mile three went up the 
face of a 30 foot tall earth dam and 
down the other side. The carnage to this 
point was unbelievable; there were ten 
to twenty riders out along the trail and 
this was just the first lap. 

As l hadnt seen anyone who 
appeared injured, most must have 
succumbed to mechanical failures: Un- 
believable, the trail wasn't that 
punhishing as I'd rode the whole thing 
with no trouble on my lady's foo foo 
bike carrying my cameras! Preparation 
was something many of today's riders 
were lacking, both personally and 
physically. The majority of the riders 
were poorly dressed for the event; I saw 
one dude who's only protective gear was 
a Jofa mouth guard. No gloves, no 
jacket, no pads, no boots. Only a tee 
shirt and levis. No canteen, After two or 
three laps most had a severe case of the 
feebles, and they were just trail riding. 
Twenty or thirty miles, and they were 
finished. I’m sure most of them were 
just out for the ride, but adequate 
preparation does wonders for rider 
safety and personal enjoyment. 

The dam face was smooth dirt, but 
steep enough to be hard to walk up, 








with a steeper pitch for the last few 
feet. Not too difficult, but enough to 
separate the racers from the riders. I got 
a few pictures of the right way to climb 
it, a lot of the wrong way. There’s the 
over-backwards-let-go-and-run; the 
throw-it-on-top-and-fall-back; the one- 
hand-grip-360 degree-piroutte; the lose- 
it-and-collect-you-and-your- 
buddy-cascade-to-the-bottom; and the 
ever popular front wheel landing, 
collapse in a heap, with a poke in the 
guts. 

From the dam it was a short way up 
the wash to check one and a jeep road. 
The road was hard packed, and not 
badly rutted or washed out, but twisty. 
On an enduro this would have been a 24 
MPH or 30 MPH section. Stories told in 
the pits speak of the leaders running 
70-80 MPH through here and fantastic 
broad sliding in the corners. Maybe, but 
nobody came by my later picture 
points, nor past me on the trail like 
that. As desert and motocross bikes 
don't have speedometers it could be 
they're faster than an enduro bike. 

After five-six miles of jeep road the 
course led into the hills for a couple of 
miles of virgin rocks, wash crossings, 
climbs and descents. Check two was on 
top of the hardest climb. Out of the 
hills and on to more jeep road. Heading 
away from the hills the soil gets sandy, 
and then dusty. Check three was hidden 
in the dust. It's out in here that I hit the 
dirt. 

The dust was terrible. The trail was 
deeply rutted, the ruts filled with a fine 
powder that feels like riding through 
deep water. The course turns towards 
home, crossing a big wash several times. 





Each bank is a bottomless dust bog. To 


ride fast in here you have to ride 
‘blind. The fast guys do and slower riders 
only hear, or feel their passing. God! 
Into the pits, and more dust. The 
spectators, pit crews, and rigs look like 
they’d been shaken up in a sack full of 
flour. 

Gauging the progress of the race is 
beset by the usual melee of slower 
bikes, lapers, and lapees, compounded 
by the group that jumped the start. 
First in on the first lap, and the rest of 
the five is a young man who 
unknowingly got sucked along with the 
jumpers. I clocked him out on the 


“course cutting consistent 30-35 minute 


laps. Even’ considering his bomb run 
advantage he rode a hell, of a race, 
maintaining most of his lead for all five 
loops on a basically stock DT-1. On the 
last, lap, still unaware of his 
disqualification, he flashed me an 
exuberant “first” sign. Heartbreaking. 

Eventual class winners, Bill 
Thronburg, Open Expert, and Marty 
Hank, 250 Amateur, swapped leads for 
four laps, finally ending up second and 
fourth Overall. Eighteen year old Expert 
Bob Wharton, on a 125 Husky, slowly 
worked his way up from a poor start to 
first Overall, and in class, on the last lap. 
Bob is one of our top motocross riders 
and was said to have cut a 22 minute 
first lap. Probably one of the more 
amazing rides was age 43 Old ‘Timer 
Bob Edwards who from a second wave 
start was first to the bomb and picked 
off all but two riders to finish third 
Overall and first in class. Bob’s times 
were also very consistent at 30-35 
minutes for the entire 2% hours. Out on 
the course he’d appear up on the pegs 
over the horizon, blast past, and smoke 
off into the desert. On the last lap his 
powdery visage opened for a war whoop 
as he passed my vantage point. He 
finished about 10 minutes behind Bob 
Wharton, or about the time difference 
between the waves. A total of 302 
started; 49 finished all five laps before 
the checker. 

The course was interesting, favoring 
an enduro type rider over “nail it” sort 
of flat desert racer. I think most of the 
riders enjoyed themselves, at least in 
retrospect. | know some of them came 
in grief as a motorcycle-man sandwich, 
with cholla relish, but such is the stuff 
of treasured memories, °

Harry Everts six-speed 250 Puch will rev higher and longer in each 
gear than just about any 250 racer on the GP scene. The powerband 
never seems to flatten out. Carb and airbox are shrouded; otherwise 
it looks fairly conventional, Harry sure makes it go fast. 





Hans Maisch’s 250 Maico looked like a lot of 250 Maicos in the U.S. 
with forward-mounted, inverted Bilstein shock absorbers — but it 
was somehow faster than the average 250 Maico. Not too surprising. 


Pomeroy’s 250 Bultaco with the Spanish GP first moto culprit, the 
slipping clutch, exposed to the world. The modified swingarm will be 
available as a trade-in option on production bikes by the end of the 
year. 


Look at Torlief Hansen’s GP Kawasaki and he’ll tell you, “Can’t you 
see it has a reed valve, dummy?" It also has specially modified 
KONIs and uses Kawasaki-designed or, sometimes, Marzocchi front 
forks. Lars keeps it running — fast. 


Joel’s (That’s the former World Champion: Robert) RH Suzuki 
featured a 40mm Mikuni, Marzocchi front forks, and gas-oil shocks 
of Japanese design with a remote reservoir. Sylvain Geboers’ bike had 
Marzocchi rear suspension. 


Kalevi Vehkonen’s GP Husqvarna had the cantilever shocks all the 
works Huskys used. Bilsteins, gas Girlings and aluminum-bodied 
Konis have been used. It looks like the Girlings will get standarized. 


Raymond Boven won the first moto of the 1974 World 
Championship on this Montesa. His was the only prototype, the rest 
of the works Montesas just had the shock modification. Catalan 
Oton Tena is chief works wrench. He makes Montesas go.

Yvon breaks, Reg slows, 
and Parriot goes

ONTARIO, CAL., MAY 12

everybody in the premier AFM 


300 mile production road race. 
The faster Yvon DuHamel/Dale 
Alexander Yoshimura team both 
crashed and broke, the Reg 
Pridmore/Marty Lunde Butler and Smith 
BMW R90S spent too much time in the 
pits tying to cure breather problems, 
and the Art Baumann/Ron Pierce BMW 
(also Butler and Smith ' entered) broke 
with a loud clank in the opening laps of 
the 94 lap endurance run. 


After the LeMans start of the “300”, 
it took DuHamel (last off the grid) 
about four laps to blast by early leader 
Pridmore. DuHamel passed over 30 
riders his first lap alone, and got all 50 
other racers by lap four. Less than ten 
minutes later, Pridmore brought the 
BMW in for what would be the first of a 
long series of pit stops to cure breather 
problems. Mike and Bud Parriott (Yosh 
900) moved into second, followed by 
the Bob Endicott /M. Rosteuscher R90S 
BMW and the Bob Crossman/Fred Walti 
Kawaski 900. 


DuHamel put in a 40-minute stint and 
handed off to Dale Alexander(president 
of Yoshimura Racing). Alexander 
continued to press, turning the 3.19 
mile course in about 2:20. (DuHamel 
had been unofficially clocked as quick 
as 2:14). Then a corner man noticed the 


rear brake actuating rod hanging loose 
on the DuHamel/Alexander machine. 
For another two laps, the race officials 
stewed over whether to bring Alexander 
in, then finally black-flagged him, not 
because running with no rear brake was 
dangerous in itself, but for fear the rear 
brake rod would come off in someone 
else’s line. 

Coming in, using the engine as a rear 
brake, (and a bit too much front brake) 
Alexander got spit off right into his own 
pit just as he dropped it into first gear 
and locked both wheels. Dale was 
unhurt, but the Parriot Kawasaki went 
by while the Yoshimura crew cleared 
the brake rod and fixed a broken 
ignition sidecover. DuHamel mounted 
up and took off in pursuit of Parriot. 

Meanwhile, the Baumann/Pierce 
BMW had been pushed to the pit wall 
with a case of “something broke, with a 
clunk, mechanics won’t say what,” and 
the Endicott/Rosteucher machine 
continued to circulate steadily around 
2:20-2:24 range. A rekindled 
Pridmore/Lunde team, problems 
overcome, was busily unlapping itself as 
the hours ground on. 

DuHamel, turning in the 2:17-2:19 
range with no rear brake, finally caught 
Parriot. Both bikes went through 
another rider change without change of 
position, then trouble struck the leader

again. DuHamel pulled in for the crew 
to tape and wire up a split throttle 
assembly that was slipping on the bars 
(a legacy from the crash), and 
Alexander went out. Dale put on the 
pressure to try to retake Parriot until, 
on lap 87, he pulled in for good with a 
cracked cylinder spitting oil everywhere. 

Pridmore got by the 
Endicott/Rosteuscher machine and was 
turning under 2:20 consistantly to try 
to catch Parriot. The Yoshimura crew 
did some quick figuring, gave Mike the 
“EZ” sign, and though Pridmore was 
picking up five seconds a lap, Parriot 
finished with a 30 second cushion. 

Tires had been a worry to all the 
heavyweight contenders. The 
Pridmore/Lunde BMW had a slick 
Goodyear on the rear, while the 
Endicott/Rosteuscher team stuck with a 
Dunlop. The Dunlop barely made the 
300 miles;.it was bald on the right side. 
Rosteuscher sat back in the paddock 
grinning as he said, “See, I told you the 
398 compound would last.” 

The Yoshimura Kawasakis had both 
run on regular Dunlop TT100s, chosen 
more for their longevity than their grip. 
Dale Alexander, though he had lost, was 
not unhappy. Speaking of the loss of 
the rear brake, he said “I still turned a 
2:18. ..when something like that 
happens, you start working a little 
harder.” 

Sunday’s program had opened up 
with sprints for GP and small 
Production bikes. In the first sprint, a 
combined small GP and up to 250 
Production mix, Dave Garrotte led 
wire-to-wire for the Overall and First 
250 Production with a 250cc four-speed 
Ossa single. Steve Zimmerman broke the 
Italjet monopoly in 50cc GP, riding a 
bit of living history —a Honda CR 110 
twin-cam whose lineage dates back to 
the mid-sixties.

The second race for 125-200 GP 
bikes opened up with a three-way 
nose-to-tail dash between Mike Baeder 
leading, 125 Yam), Pedro Gallmucci 
charging, 125 Yam) and John Serra 
(200 Bul, hanging on). Serra eventually 
dropped off the pace (he had 200 GP 
sewed up) and Gallinucci, though he 
closed up repeatedly, never made it 
around Baeder. 

John Tallarico brought a TZ700 to 
the heavyweight GP race with an as yet 
unproven exhaust system — a 
four-into-two collector system built by 
Burak Bye-Products. The crank was 
assembled so that cylinders 1-3 and 2-4 
fired together in pairs. Fat cross-over 
head pipes draw the fumes into two 
chambers whose volume and stinger 
diameter are matched to the doubled 
gas flow. Tally had to wait until the race 
itself to really test the system, as the 
ignition rotor rubbed the cases 
Saturday, throwing the timing off. 

In the race itself, no one had the 
horsepower to catch Steve McLaughlin 
on his new TZ700, though Ron Pierce 
(250 Yam) began to pressure him in the 
infield. Pierce's startegy worked, as it 
forced McLaughlin to scratch harder 
than he intended, knowing it would be 
only a matter of time before this 
destroyed Steve's tires. Sure enough, 
after Pierce had passed him once, the 
TZ700 began to behave like a cow on 
ice skates, a sign that the rubber was 
beginning to actually melt and flow on 
the traction surface. Adequate tires are 
coming, maybe by the Atlanta National. 


ONTARIO, CAL., MAY 11 
Saturday was to have been a

began to overtake the AFM. The 
sidecars ran Saturday, with the Jim 
McNeal/Skye Kerley Honda 
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DuHamel and the taped-together 
Kawasaki making up time. 


stroking to a fast, smooth win after an 
initial argument over the lead with the 
Gerald Jarman/John Gervais team. By 
about the third lap the  winged 
Jarman/Gervais Kawasaki began to load 
up exiting Turns 19-20, and the Ross 
and Milly Ross-Clunis (husband-wife) 
Weslake chair began to gain ground. 
Under the white flag they went right 
nose-to-tail, and  Ross-Clunis, 
anticipating Jarman's balking problem, 
pulled inside entering Turn 19. With the 
finish line located between 19 and 20, 
that put them into a photo-finish drag 
race to the checker. As they charged at 
the finish side by side, Barry Seevers 
did a long stretch to give them the flag, 
and the Ross-Clunis rig ran over his 
foot! Jarman, slipping the clutch on the 
Kawasaki, had managed to hang onto 
second place by about a foot. (Honest, 
no pun intended.) 

What really gobbled up the time 
Saturday were the qualifying sprints for 
the 300-miler. As Dick Lewis, AFM 
President, later admitted, the qualifying 
could have been dispensed with, as 
every entrant managed to get under the 
three minute cut. In fact, most were 
capable of getting under three minutes 
from a standing start. For the record, 
Yvon DuHamel qualified fastest with 
the Yoshimura Kawasaki at 2:20.5, 
which was, for him, an easy, no-pressure

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250 YZ MONOCROSS

When Hakan Andersson won the 250cc World 
Motocross Championship for Yamaha last year, 
he did it riding a pretty amazing motocross bike. 
It was basically a Yamaha 250 YZ which had the 
frame and rear suspension changed to give the bike 
close to seven inches of rear wheel travel. It was 
a novel idea. When the bike first appeared on the 
grand prix circuit the benefits of a long travel 
rear suspension seemed obvious, but no one was really 
sure that the new Monocross cantilever suspension 
system would work. It did though, and Hakan’s World 
Championship was the result. 

The cantilever monoshock motocross suspension was 
actually the design of Belgian engineer Lucien Tilkens 
who sold the patent to Yamaha. Maico experimented 
with the cantilever suspension design and last year 
Werner Schutz rode a Kramer-sponsored Maico (with 
works support) that used three dampers mounted 
parallel under the seat. The 1974 Kramer-Maico has two 
gas-oil Bilstein dampers in place of the single large 
damper employed by Yamaha. 

Since no two shocks, which actually work 
independently of each other when mounted as rear 
suspension on a motocrosser, will give the exact same 
damping action, one big advantage of the Yamaha 
monoshock design is immediately obvious. With only one 
damper operating, there is no conflict or imbalance in 
damping rates. 5 

Yamaha realized the superiority of the monoshock 
over conventional dual rear shocks for long travel 
suspension system and had the technical ability to 
follow through on the design. With only one large shock 
working on a triangulated pivoting rear frame there is no 
swing arm flex. The monoshock is so much larger than a 
conventional shock that it is readily able to cope with 
the stresses involved with a long travel rear suspension in 
motocross wihout overheating. Yamaha was also able to 
design into their Monocross two innovations which 
conventional shocks couldn't duplicate. One was 
progressive damping which varies according to impact 
shock at the rear wheel, rider weight, the speed at which 
the suspension is traveling and how far it has moved, The 
other is a rubber membrane, housed in one end of the 
shock in an aluminum chamber, which has the shock oil 
on one side and nitrogen gas at pressure on the other, 
which flexes itself to compensate for the space taken up 
by the damping rod in the shock cylinder. This means 
there is no air which can get mixed in with the oil to 
affect the damping action. The diagrams will better show 
how the Yamaha Monocross suspension system works. 

We were really excited about doing a test of the 250 
Monocross Noguchi/Yamaha when Dirty Distributing 
Company informed us that they would be receiving a 
limited number of the bikes from Yamaha of Japan, 
through. Noguchi. Dirty will be putting the bikes in the 
hands of top local racers to compete on, and relay back 
to Yamaha how the bikes hold up under other than 
factory racing conditions. ‘If the Monocross proves 
reliable, 250 YZ versions will be available for sale in the 
states perhaps as early as this fall. The bike we rode was 
the one which Dirty will be sponsoring Tony Wynn with 
on the National and Inter-AMA circuit. Tony is one of 
the fastest 250 riders in the country, and one of our 
testing sessions was Tony’s first ride on the Monocross. 
He liked it so much that he ran it through a whole tank 
of gas before we could get him off of it. 
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This is what the Monocross 
suspension looks like, with 
the tank, saddle and side 
panels removed. The diagram 
shows how the damper 
Operates. A small jolt on 
the damping rod keeps the 
spring loaded valves 
closed and damping action 
is stiff. Oil pressure from 

a large jolt will force open 
the spring valves and the 
damping action becomes 
less. The rubber membrane 
moves back and forth in 
Proportion to the amount 
of.oil forced in and out by 
the piston. 





n the front forks which now seem out dated in comparison to the rear suspension. 


Other than the Monocross suspension and the 
Noguchi/Yamaha works paint job, the bike is quite 
similar to the presently available 250 YZs. The engine is 
the same except for some small porting changes to help 
broaden the power a little. The power is wide and 
torquey, but the engine has such a light internal rotating 
mass that it revs very quickly. The trick is to try and 
shift early so the engine will almost lug and pull the bike 
smoothly, but that isn’t easy. In the first three gears the 
Monocross will accelerate faster than it can be shifted. A 
new 4.60x18 Dunlop Sports Senior with ferocious knobs 
sticking out of it everywhere, now comes on the 250 
YZ, but wheelspin is still vicious and it's hard to get 
enough traction to bring the front end up until you hit 
fourth gear. 

The YZ engine is a marvel. It's derived from the 
original DT-1 engine of seven years ago, and it is still one 
of the strongest and most competitive 250 engines 
around, It is now a highly stressed GP engine though, 
and it requires continuous upkeep and replacement of 
parts, that wear out quickly. The piston needs constant 
replacement, and the gearbox has a reputation for being 
unable to survive a season of competition. Properly 
maintained, it’s one of the best. 

The Yamaha factory teams in the U.S. and Europe 
have received a bike, dubbed the Mark II, which has a 
completely new engine design and is made almost totally 
out of magnesium. Magnesium also replaces many of the 
aluminum parts on the bike itself to help bring the 
weight down to the FIM limit of 194 pounds. Our test 
bike weighed in at 216 with a half tank of gas. Like the 
production YZs it uses the same hubs, forks, tank and 
other components. Things like the brake backing plates 
are magnesium, but the majority of components are 
aluminum. Steel items like the axles are drilled hollow 
and bolt heads are dished out. 

OK, so we've told you all this neat stuff, but what is 
it like to ride the most technically advanced and just 
plain fast motocross bike in the world? In one word, 
bitchin'. But first, you have to pretend you're five feet 
ten inches tall and your name is Hakan because it's going 
to frighten you before you ever get on it. It's the tallest 
motocross bike there is, more than two inches taller 
than a Husky at the seat and more than six inches higher 
than an Elsinore at the steering head. The seven inches 
of travel in the monoshock really jacks the rear end up, 
and the seven and a half inches of fork travel throws the 
front end way out. The works front fender looks like a 


snow plow, totally hiding the tire from view, and the 
strapped down aluminum tank is big for those 45-minute 
full throttle motos. Tony didn't even think he could get 
on it, let alone hold it up. When you do get on it, trying 
to balance it from one side with a pointed toe, the 
monoshock won't even compress but stays topped out. 

Like all Yamahas, pull the enrichening valve up on 
the Mikuni carb and it starts easily. There really isn't a 
lot of cylinder compression. The engine takes about a 
lap to warm up because the chrome plated aluminum 
cylinder really keeps things cool. As you cruise around 
on the bike slowly, you notice that everything on the 
Monocross is very precise. Clutch, shifter, brakes and 
steering all work exactingly and with seemingly no effort 
whatsoever. It's unsettling at first, because you can't feel 
things like the shift lever moving when you want to 
change a gear. The travel is approximately one-half inch 
and the lever requires no pressures other than a foot 
being under or over it. 

Now's the time to start gassing it. Hang your toe 
under the shift lever and turn the throttle on. Every time 
you tum the throttle off the gearbox will snap itself into 
the next higher gear. It’s neat, but before you know it 
you're going faster than you want and there are some 
bad whoop-de-dos coming up. Better back off the 
throttle, maybe even dab the brakes a little to get slowed 
down to a reasonable tank slapping speed, otherwise you 
just know you're going to endo. As soon as the bike's 
weight shifts to the front end though, and you're in 
whoop-des, the back end starts bouncing. up and down. 
Amazingly it keeps tracking a straight line and won't 
come around, but you have to hang on for dear life to 
stay on top of it. 

Maybe we're doing something wrong. It sure doesn't 
handle like a normal motocross bike. That instant we 
accidentally get back on the throttle while bouncing 
through the whoop-dies and the weight of the bike shifted 
back. The rear end sure felt smooth. Better go round and 
try it again, but this time leave the throttle on a little. 
Hey, that feels even smoother, maybe with even a little 
more throttle. ..And that's the secret. Each lap as you 
go back and run that whoop-de-do section a little faster, 
making the rear suspension work harder each time, the 
better and smoother the Monocross works. Finally 
you've built up enough confidence to tackle it with full 
throttle and it handles even better yet. It's the same 
section you used to run on your old bike, much slower, 
working the throttle on and off to keep the front end 


airborne and the rear end bouncing along behind. The 


Monoshock is totally different and requires you to. 


handle a rough section like it's a flat piece of ground, 
actually accelerating across it with the power on full, but 
not trying to keep the front end airborne. The front 
wheel takes care of itself, skimming across the tops of 
the ruts and whoop-des as the rear wheel does all the 
work. 

All the while you're riding the bike, the damping is 
changing itself to suit the track conditions. On smooth, 
rolling bumps it stays firm so the bike won't wallow. 
The sharp impact of a hard bump at high speed causes 
spring loaded valves in the oil passages of the monoshock 
to open up quickly and absorb the jolt with minimal 
damping, then they close back up as the swing arm slows 
its impact speed and reaches its limit of travel. Return 
damping is also progressive, depending on such factors as 
whether rider weight is on the rear of the bike or not, 
and if the rear wheel is in contact with the ground. 

Rough ground in a high speed turn is even more fun 
because you can leave the power on, or play with the 
throttle without worrying about the rear sliding out. 
This is where the bike really amazed us, because it 
seemed like we couldn’t get the bike to reach a limit in 
fast turns, the rear wheel just sticks. Of the four of us 
who rode the Monoshocker really hard, and we all have 
pro licenses, Tony was the only one to fall off the bike 
once in three days of riding. He didn’t do it on our test 
bike, but on a spare bike that hadn’t been set up 
properly yet. It was apparent to us that we were 
coming nowhere near the limits of the bike’s handling 
potential on rough ground. 

Taking jumps on the Monocross was really fun 
because no matter how hard the landing impact was the 
monoshock was able to take it, with the first part of 
compression being very soft then becoming progressively 
stiffer as the suspension was used up. There was never 
any rebound action. It felt like the bike was landing on a 
pillow. If there is any limit on jumps, it’s in the front 
forks which have a tremendous amount of rake to 
compensate for the long travel in the rear. When landing, 
the front wheel can only be a few inches higher than the 
rear, or when it slaps down quickly the forks will try to 
flex out instead of compress. The extreme rake is needed 
though to help the handling when the rear end is not 
compressed, otherwise handling becomes dangerously 


'quick when the throttle is shut off on rough ground or 


when braking for a turn. Many people doing the current 
swing arm modifications to their bikes fail to take things 
like fork rake into consideration. The bike handles so 
well that it is impossible to get yourself into trouble 
without wanting to. Maybe that's why Pierre Karsmakers 
can ride his Monocross so wildly, heading itevery 
direction but straight, and still stay up on both wheels. 

The brakes on the Monocross YZ are the best. Yes 
they're very sensitive and lock up easy, too easy for 
most people, but if you don't have the skill to use them 
without killing the engine or being flipped over the bars 
in a turn then you shouldn't be on the bike in the first 
place. Near the end of a long moto, it sure is nice to 
know that you only have to remove one weary finger 
from the right grip and lay it on the lever to get the bike 
stopped. With most other bikes you would have given up 
using the front brake laps ago. The rear brake is 
non-floating, but then full floating hubs have seemed to 
go out of fad like three inch travel rear suspensions. The 
Monoshock has the theoretically perfect rear brake 
geometry with straight lines from the swing arm, brake 


rod, and backing plate torque arm all intersecting at the 
same pivot point: the swing arm axle. Wheel hop from 
using the rear brake is nonexistent. 

The longer we rode the Monocross the more we liked 
it. The height of the bike is forgotten and because it is 
light, it’s easy to keep flinging around without getting 
tired. Even when laid over to the handlebars for a slow 
berm turn there is almost no work involved. It definitely 
made a better rider of all of us who rode it, and the 
faster you ride the Monocross, the better it works. 

The only conclusion that can be derived from the test 
of the 250 Monocross is that this is the one bike that 
will totally change the sport of motocross. We won’t say 
it’s better than this bike, or that one, because at this 
stage of the game there isn’t any other bike can really 
compare with it. No other manufacturer will readily 
admit that they have a long travel rear suspension design 
that really works right for a whole race, and here 
Yamaha is with a bike that does. °

nearly a dozen riders on the 
injured list at Irwindale Friday 
night. 

One of the two blind spots on 
the track, the high-speed Bert’s Jump, 
was the site of both crashes. During 
practice, half-a-dozen riders required 
medical attention when several riders 
failed to heed the yellow flag, denoting 
an obstruction on the course, and 


plowed into downed riders and 
machines. The second was totally 
unavoidable as the leaders locked 


handlebars on the first lap and went 
down hard while the pack was airborne. 

“That 125 crash was the worst I have 
ever seen,” said CMC President Stu 
Peters after the event. “I’m surprised, 
and glad, there were only two injuries 
that required immediate attention.” 

Gary Denton, in only his first event 
as a CMC professional, and Lennie 
Garten, had burst to the lead in the race 
only to bump together off the Berts 
Jump. Both riders went down very hard 
with Denton receiving the major blows 
and had to be transported to the 
hospital with a possible concussion. 
Cliff Lett, winner of his first pro event 
six weeks earlier here, was another 
involved in the pile-up and suffered a 
broken arm. 

No less than eight riders were in 
contention for the Overall victory and 
at the top of the list was Bryan Dodge 
(Hon), who had finished the first two 
events with two thirds. Before the 
crashes, the following stars were also in 
contention: Mark Tyer (Hon) Lennig 
Garten (Hon), Dave Eropkin (Hon), 
Denton (Hon), Lett (Hon) and Pat 
Hubbs (Suz). Mike Bell (Hon) current 
CMC points leader by a huge margin, 
was also in contention. 

Of them, Denton, Garten and Lett 
could not make it to the re-start. 

Bell had won the first round, then 
took a 13th while Denton had secured 
the second moto win, after he had 
mistaken the last-lap flag for the 
checkered in moto one. 

Tyer won the final event, but still 
appeared down on power from recent 
weeks. Despite the victory, Tyer could 
only take second Overall behind Dodge, 
whose four-point advantage was too 
much to overcome, even with a win, 
since Dodge took a fourth, 

Relentlessly closing in one the 
all-time CMC win mark of 84 held by 
Tim Hart is Dave Pessy. He won 
Wednesday night at Ascot in a sweep 
and was after his 73rd career ace at 
Irwindale, but lanky Jim West, himself a 
six-year veteran of the CMC trail, 
wicked up his factory-backed Husky 
and snatched the win instead. 

West won the first two events while 
Pessy, on the factory Ossa, took a third 
and second. While winning the final, 
Pessy still could not overcome the 
points advantage built by West, whose 
second was enough. Chuck Lunde 
(Mon). had two fourths and a third to 
garner third Overall easily. 

Into the 500 Pros, West. also held 
command until midway through the 
final moto. His first and second was 
better than Luke Messer’s first and third 
on the Maico, and West was leading the 
third race until his engine quit on lap 
three. Joe Johnston (Mai), a top-three 
contender and winner of three of the 
last four CMC night events, then took 
over second spot Overall while Messer 
went on to win the final. West 
eventually pushed across in fifth 
Overall. His 250cc win, however, placed 
him as undisputed 10th on the all-time 
career win list with 32 triumphs. He had 
entered the night’s affair tied with Rex 


Staten at 31. Ninth on the list, at 39 
victories, is John DeSoto. 

It was Joe Johnston’s third win in 
the 500 class at Ascot. In addition for 
Johnston, the only black racer in CMC 
history to ever to have won a pro 
motocross, it was his sixth win in a 
three-year career. 

Sunday, the CMC headed south to 
Carlsbad Raceway. There, while many 
of the CMC regulars were at Valley 
Cycle Park for the Qualifier, multi-ride 
ace Marty Tripes returned to the CMC 
win list for the first time since 
mid-January of last year and he did it 
rather easily to the 500 Pros, winning 
both motos on his Husky. Garry Harris 
(Hus), currently making a strong bid for 
a comeback, led a three-rider tie for 
second with Bill Booth (Kaw) and Ron 
Blanton (Bul), each finishing with six 
points apiece. 





Tripes also contended the 250s, but 
had troubles in the first round and 


opted not to ride the second. Tommy’ 


Croft won both rounds, the first easily 
and the second only after a very good 
battle with Ray Topham (Mai), who 
wound up second Overall with two 
seconds. 

The 125cc Pro, like a week earlier, 
went to David Williams on a Penton, 
again only after an eruption in the front 
running ranks. Bob Stem (Hon) won the 
first round only to crash in the second, 
after which he had to work back up to 
take a fourth. It left him tied with 
Williams, but  Williams' final event 
victory decided matters. 

The High School motocross at 
Irwindale did not run Friday night 
because of a forfeit on the part of West 
Covina. Mark Keppel advances to the 
Semi Finals to face the winners of next 
week’s winner between Duarte and 
Arcadia. Mike Follmer, Arcadia’s 
captain, broke a collarbone Friday at 
Irwindale. °

International Raceway was a disaster. 
Who gets the blame for the last mess 
still depends on who you talk to, but 
this time it all worked. The program 
started promptly at 7:00 with no major 
delays in spite of several moto restarts 
after first turn pile ups. 

This race was incorporated into an 
OCIR program now involving 45 high 
schools. When the High School MX 
Series, sponsored by Yamaha, is 
finished, selected top riders will 
compete in a special high school race 
run along with the Superbowl of 
Motocross at the Los Angeles Coliseum 
in June. 

The racers looked much like racers 
you see anywhere, but cross ups off the 
jump in front of the packed grand 
stands were more common 
here...can't forget the homeroom 
tootsies! Machinery not often seen 
winning motos had a chance in the 
Novice classes, because the riders in 
those classes really were 
Novices. . .some had never raced before. 
Six girls rounded the course in various 
classes, too. 

According to Jim Manning, OCIR 
track manager, the races are being run 
“underground” without school district 
involvement or sanction. This avoids 
liability fears for the schools — the 
riders compete as individuals who 
attend given schools, not as teams 
representing schools. 

The riders from Santiago High 
School won Overall by filling more 


slots on the three step winner’s platform 
(just like in the Olympics) provided by 
Yamaha. From listening to the crowd 
(the most responsive and enthusiastic in 
recent local motocross history), it was 
hard to tell the racers weren’t actually 
on “school” teams. Garden Grove High 
School’s motocrossers seemed to draw 
the most enthusiasm, but the others 
(Bolsa Grande, La Quinta, Los Amigos, 
Pacifica, Rancho Alamitos, Santiago) 
had partial cheering sections, too. 


They even had free printed programs 
listing the riders, pit passes that worked, 
and reasonable security personnel. The 
riders behaved, the announcer knew 
what race was running, and nobody 
threw bottles at the dragsters on the 
strip just over the fence. 

I was impressed. °

Puff Association hosts 
fast mothers at Perris

PERRIS, CAL., MAY 12 


The Powder Puff Association held 
its seventh annual Mother's Day 
Scrambles at Perris Raceway with 
a mix of excitement, joy, pain and 


pathos. 

The scrambles course.was very 
fast and challenging, but it was 
responsible for many slide-outs 
and minor get-offs, and one bad endo 
and two horrifically gawd-awful crashes 
that sent a few really smashed bodies to 
the hospital. One spectator had to be 
taken to the hospital because of 
appendicitis, : 

But despite these omens the Powder 
Puffers ran the show all the way, 
displaying much courage and 
determination against odds that might 
have stopped anyone else. 

Diane Connally, Queen of the Puffs, 
laid out the program so that the 
lightweights ran in the morning first, 
with each small-bore class doing the 
rounds until they were all run, Then the 
heavyweights came in the afternoon and 
did their thing, likewise. This was a sure 
cure for boredom at the track, and kept 
everybody happy. I mean, how’d you 
like to wait all day just to do only three 
motos or heats, or hang around even 
longer for the final? What the Powder 
Puffers did today was quick and painless 
for everybody. More tracks should 
follow their example. 


The turnout was fair, with only 175 
riders, of which thirty or so included 
the Old Timer’s Association, who were 
lured from their normal motocross 
stomping grounds and onto the fast 
sliding paths of Perris. Their first general 
reaction was that of outright terror, 
because hardly any of them had ever 
ridden any sort of flat-track, TT or 
scrambles before in their lives. But by 
the end of the day all them old shoes 
were smilin’ and slidin’, and no doubt 
would get good if they spent more time 
at it. 

In the 125 Am/Ex’rs, Mike Tidwell 
(YZ) and Eddie Lawson (YZ), both 
sponsored by Yamaha of Montclair, 
carried on their constant battle with 
some of 'the hottest small-bore action of 
the day. Each moto Mike would have 
the lead with either Eddie or Charles 
Summers (Y Z) breathing down his neck 
all the way around the track. In the 
second moto, on the scrambles section 
of the course preceeding the TT section, 
Lawson was really cooking it in the lead 
until he did an endo with his bike 
spitting him off the track and down a 
ten-foot embankment into a small pond. 
It was the same section that would get a 
sidehacker later in the day, and a jump 
after that would create the most 


spectacular crash of the past five years 
at Perris. 

The 175-200 combined went to 
Steve Bales (Bul) without too much 
sweat. But, at the back of the pack, 
there were shades of things to come in 
the lovely shape of Dorothy Rowe 
(Yam) who appeared to be nothing to 
worry about for the rest of the day as 
far as anybody might be concerned. 

Surprise! in the first heat of the 250 
Novicies, Dorothy, now on a Bul, comes 
back to take a very strong third, and 
boy is everybody surprised! But the 
scrambles section took its toll on 
Dorothy as he lost it in a corner and 
wound up last. x 

The sidehackers had one hell of a 
time for most of the day even though 
only three of them showed up. All day 
long it was a battle between Norbert 
Monohan and Leon Van Orsdale on 
their Yammie-Wasp, against the team of 
Charles and Robert Sanner on a Honda 
and Wayne Prescott and Thom Harney 
on another Yammie hack. 

Things were going their natural ways 
in the hack races so well that nobody 
was prepared for any sort of tragedy. 
On about the last lap the hack team of 
Prescott and Harney overshot the last 
turn of the scrambles section and fell 
down the. ten-foot embankment, 
crashing into the pond. Before the big 
number came up, the monkey managed 
to bail out, leaving the captain to go 
down with the ship, literally. While the 
passenger was able to get away with 
only a couple of bruises, the pilot 
sustained a compound fractured arm 
and had to be rushed to the hospital. 
This was the bottom bummers for the 
day. . .until later. 

It was during one heat of the Old 
Timers class that the worst crash took 
place. Apparently one rider flattened a 
tire before hitting the final jump of the 
scrambles course. The flat made him 
lose control going over the jump, and 
the resulting effects sent him crashing 
full-force into a lady spectator. She 
caught the bike squarely in the chest 
and head, throwing her about twenty 
feet back. A man was also hit, and 
received a broken ankle. The lady had 
probably sustained a concussion, a 
broken arm, numerous lacerations and 
possible internal injuries. The 
unfortunate rider broke his ribs, collar 
bone and shoulder. This was the 
absolute worst accident that had ever 
happened at Perris. This incident should 
point out what can happen to spectators 
when they get too close to the action.

PHOENIX, ARIZ., APRIL 21 

“Well, that was nice,” my lady 
said. We’re headed home in our 
truck, got the stereo and the air 
on, the baby’s asleep, and we’re 
sippin’ a cool one. Nice? Funny 
way to describe a bike race. “Why 
nice?” 

“Well, the racing was exciting, 
but besides that we got to park right on 
the edge of the track so I could see and 
had all the comforts, the sound and the 
announcing were good so I could keep 
up with the action, and it was a 
beautiful day.” 

“Yeah, you’re right, it was nice.” 

We'd been to see Arizona's first 
motorcycle road race, at least in recent 
times, at Mel Larson’s Phoenix 
Raceway. The Raceway is a 
multipurpose racing complex, with a 12 
turn, one and a half mile road course 
using its drag strip as the front straight. 
Spectators can sit in bleachers or park 
trackside but are confined to the first 
quarter mile length of the strip. Due to 
the dead flat terrain the entire track is 
visible from this area, The semi-spacious 
pits are just across the way, there’s a 
nice two story timing stand, snack bar, 
and flush toilets! Practice, qualifying 
heats, and the features ran off with 
military precision. Tbe 
flagmen/cornermen are members of a 
semi-professional group, the Phoenix 
Fire and Safety Team who handle 
similar duties for all the USAC and 
SCCA events plus the local half 
mile/sprint car track. All corner crews 
are equipped for fires, and are linked via 
telephone to each other, and the tower. 
A professional operation throughout. 

On the other hand, the racers were 
strictly amateur. By the time practice 
started, only 31 had signed up, and 
except for a half dozen from California 
and Colorado, it was their first time on 
a road course. The program called for 
two divisions, production and modified, 
with four engine classes in each. Five lap 
heat races were to select the entrants for 
two 10 lap features. With the small 
entry everyone still running got to race 
both their heat, and the feature, 

Machinery was highly varied, ranging 
from a 250 Ducati single to Z-1's, and a 
ratty X-6 Hustler to a clean, well 
prepared TDIC Yamaha. There was 
even a 250 Elsinore in drag. Most of the 
riders were on cafe racers, and most of 
those were 750 Hondas or Kawasaki 
triples. 

The production feature was 
interesting from its David and Goliath 
scenario. Stan Johnson on a 750 
Kawasaki, and Donald Tointon on a 350 
Yamaha duked it out for most’ of the 
race. Stan would run off down the 
straight, and Don would work up on 
him through the swervery. By turn six 
or so Don would close, worry Stan

through the twisties to turn 12, and 
then get left down the straight. This 
went on for eight laps till Don dropped 
it in turn ten. On the next lap Stan’s 
bike pulled up lame, and John Danley, 
who had been riding a conservative 
third, inherited the lead, and the win. 
Kawasaki triples were ubiquitous in this 
race, with 750s taking the top three 
Overall. 

Between the features two men on 
three wheels (same bike, an 
ex-Braverman Kaw., different cast) put 
on an exhibition. First the battery was 
dead, 10 minutes later the metalflake 
monkey cage stuttered out on the 
straight and died in front of the 
spectators. Push. Sweat. Swear. Tow 
with the fire team jeep. Break the rope. 
New rope. Tow. Retreat to the pits. Oh 
Bob, wherefore art thou? 

The modified feature was perhaps 
the best of the day. Sixteen riders 
dragged it off the line on the flag; most 
on Honda cafes. By the time they'd 
sorted out Cliff Allison on a 250 
Yamaha TDIC was in the lead, and Paul 
Johnson on a 500 Honda cafe was in 
hot pursuit. Cliff proceeded to run away 
from all those hairy chested cafe racers 
and their funny seats and four in to 
one’s. Unreal. They couldn’t even catch 
up on the straight! Cliff built up his lead 
throughout the race, and was lapping 
the pack by the checkered. Paul’s 500 
humbled many 750s, and damned if 48 
year old Harry Wilcox on the Elsinore 
didn't finish fourth. Harry has his bike 
setup for quarter miles with a fat 
nineteen up front, and was out for a 
lark. He was tucking under the paint on 
the straight in the best roadracer style, 
but with those longhorn bars looked 
more like he was staked down on an 
anthill. 

The management at Phoenix 
Raceway feels the time is right to run 
informal, friendly road races, plans two 
more this spring, May 19 and June 9, 
and a full series next fall. They may be 
right — surely the burgeoning cafe fad 
can support events where riders can get 
it on like their mud slinging friends. The 
pavement scene is definitely more 
gentle, but the ego trip is similar, and I 
know for sure the pit tootsies are the 
same. The equipment costs more, the 
get offs are worse, and the spectating is 
nice,
